Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  eighth  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough. 

The  following  are  the  principal  facts  in  the  general  vital 
statistics  for  the  year  : — 

Population  : The  estimated  population  for  Heywood  during  1937 
is  25,400. 

Birth  Rate  : The  Birth  Rate  for  1937  is  i2’8.  This  is  0*2  less 
than  the  average  of  the  last  five  years. 

Death  Rate  : The  Crude  Death  Rate  for  1937  is  1 5*5,  showing  an 
increase  of  i’o  as  compared  with  the  average  for  the  last  five 
years. 

Infantile  Mortality:  Infantile  Mortality  for  1937  is  97  per  1,000 
births,  being  31  higher  than  the  average  for  the  last  five  years. 

Maternal  Mortality  : The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  for  1937  is  2 91 
per  1,000  total  births,  being  4 60  less  than  in  1936. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  all  those 
who  have  assisted  me  in  the  compilation  of  this  Report,  to  the 
Staff  of  the  Department,  and  to  the  Members  of  the  Committee 
for  their  kind  support.

The  numbers  of  births  and  deaths  are  those  REGISTERED 
during  the  calendar  year  (i.e.  ist  JAN. — 31st  DEC.  INCLUSIVE) 
and  are  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers.  They  will 
differ  therefore,  from  uncorrected  figures  compiled  locally  month  per 
month. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a decrease  as  compared  with 
last  year,  and  the  actual  number  of  the  births  during  1937  is  less 
than  the  previous  year  by  72. 

As  compared  with  the  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales,  the 
Rate  for  Hey  wood  is  lower  by  2*1  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

In  addition  to  the  327  births  registered  for  the  year,  there  were 
16  Stillbirths  registered. 

On  the  basis  of  395  deaths  the  Crude  Death  Rate  was  15*5  per 
1,000  of  the  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General. 
When  adjusted  for  sex  and  age  distribution,  to  make  it  comparable 
with  other  districts,  the  local  Death  Rate  was  16*7. 

Approximately  one  death  in  every  eight  has  been  certified 
as  due  to  Cancer,  the  death  rate  from  this  particular  disease  being 
1 ‘92  per  thousand,  and  compared  with  the  five  years  average  1932 
to  1936,  shows  an  increase  of  0^17  per  thousand.  It  should  be 
noted  that  of  the  49  persons  who  died  from  Cancer,  39  were  aged 
55  or  over. 

Detailed  figures  of  the  cause  of  death  of  the  32  infants  under 
12  months  of  age  are  given  in  the  table  on  page  38.

IN  THE  AREA. 

i.  Tuberculosis. 

Hospital  provision  is  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  under  their  scheme. 

2 & 3.  Maternity  and  Children. 

St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester,  and  The  Royal  Manchester 
Children’s  Hospital,  Pendlebury,  are  subsidised  in  connection 
with  the  Council’s  scheme  for  Maternity  & Child  Welfare. 

4.  Fever. 

By  agreement,  dated  1st  July,  1937,  with  the  Rochdale 
Corporation,  Fever  cases  are  received  into  Marland  Hospital, 
Rochdale. 

5.  Small-pox. 

By  agreement,  dated  3rd  May,  1922,  with  the  Bury  & District 
Joint  Hospital  Board,  cases  of  this  disease  are  received  into  the 
Board’s  Hospitals  for  small-pox.

Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  Mothers. 

Infants  and  Homeless  children  in  the  District. 

There  is  in  the  Borough  a Home  for  unmarried  mothers 
and  their  children.  This  Home — Diocesan  Maternity  Home, 
Simpson  Hill  — is  conducted  by  Voluntary  Agency.  There 
is  accommodation  for  15  mothers  and  babies.  Confinements 
take  place  in  the  home. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

a.  For  Infectious  Cases. 

The  Rochdale  Corporation  and  the  Bury  & District  Joint 
Hospital  Board  remove  patients  suffering  from  infectious 
diseases  under  the  existing  agreements.

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 


(a)  General. 

There  exists  in  the  Borough  a District  Nursing  Association.  The 
services  of  two  nurses  of  the  Association  are  provided  gratuitously 
to  the  sick  poor. 

There  is  no  co-ordination  between  the  Association  and  the 
Local  Authority. 

The  Association  is  not  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing 
Association. 


(b)  Infectious  Diseases. 

Little  advantage  is  taken  by  the  private  practitioner  of  this 
service,  no  requests  being  made  for  nursing  assistance  during 
the  year.

Mid  wives  Act,  1936  : — 

This  Authority,  which  is  not  a Supervising  Authority  under  the 
Mid  wives  Act,  is  embodied  in  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Scheme 
which  provides  a domiciliary  service  of  salaried  midwives. 

The  County  is  divided  into  21  “Midwifery  Districts”,  and  the 
Hey  wood  Area  is  in  No.  3 District. 

Three  Midwives  have  been  appointed  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  during  the  year  for  the  Heywood  area.  The  Midwives  are 
allotted  on  the  basis  of  80  cases  per  annum  per  midwife. 

Two  of  the  Midwives  are  residing  in  the  Borough  and  the  third 
will  shortly  move  into  the  district. 

An  important  feature  of  this  arrangement  is  that  it  ensures 
increased  co-operation  between  midwives  and  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Service. 

The  appointed  Midwives  attend  the  Ante  Natal  Clinic. 

In  addition  there  is  one  private  midwife  practising  in  the

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  is  provided  by  the  Heywood 
and  Middleton  Water  Board. 

The  supply  is  derived  from  upland  surface  water.  The  whole 
of  the  gathering  grounds  have  been  acquired  by  the  Board  and  the 
water  is  passed  through  sand  filters  and  lime  filters.  It  further 
receives  an  admixture  of  lime  to  prevent  any  plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  supply  is  sufficient,  constant,  and  of  good  quality. 

New  mains  and  extensions  during  the  year  amount  to  826  yards. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  direct  is  8,192,  no 
stand  pipes  being  in  existence.

It  will  be  noted  that  534  privy  or  pail  closets  yet  remain  to 
be  converted  to  the  Fresh  Water  System. 


The  progress  has  been  satisfactory  in  the  past,  but  now  tends 
to  show  a decline,  a contributory  cause  of  which  is  the  lack  of  sewers 
in  outlying  districts,  e.g.  : Ashworth  and  Birtle,  parts  of  Birch 
village,  etc. 

Further,  the  number  of  waste  water  closets  diminishes  slowly 
and  although  this  type  of  closet  does  not  give  rise  to  the  same 
amount  of  trouble  as  the  other  types  mentioned,  conversion  to  the 
fresh  water  carriage  system  is  highly  desirable. 


Scavenging. 

House  refuse  is  deposited  by  house  holders  either 

(a)  in  the  132  middens, 

(b)  in  the  935  dry  ashpits, 

(c)  in  the  5,131  movable  Ashbins  which  are  now  in  existence 

Collection  is  carried  out  if  in  (a)  along  with  the  excreta  every 
1 — 4 weeks  ; if  in  (b)  when  necessary  ; and  (c)  weekly. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  provided  for  either  at  the  Destructor  Works, 
where  it  is  part  screened  and  part  burnt,  or  at  4 tips  situated  at 
suitable  outlying  sites. 

The  number  of  houses  at  which  movable  ashbins  have  been 
provided  during  the  year  is  298. 

Baths. 

Extensive  repairs  are  at  present  being  carried  out  at  the  Public 
Baths,  including  the  re-tiling  of  the  swimming  bath,  at  an  approxi- 
mate cost  of  ;£i,ooo.

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HOUSING. 


A Public  Enquiry  into  the  1936  Slum  Clearance  Programme 
was  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  12th  January,  1937, 
following-  which  confirmation  was  received  in  April  and  May  last 
year  for  the  clearance  of  Areas  Nos.  19  to  35  and  37  to  46,  comprising 
200  houses. 

Representations  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  clearance 
of  a further  51  Areas  comprising  the  1937  Slum  Clearance  Programme 
of  334  houses,  in  which  connection  a second  Public  Enquiry  was 
held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  December,  1937. 

Ninety-nine  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Local  Authority 
during  the  year  1937  for  the  purpose  of  rehousing  families  from 
Slum  Clearance  Areas. 

The  sites  on  which  the  new  houses  are  situate  are  Cedar 
Avenue,  Claybank  Street,  West  Starkey  Street  and  Bowling  Green 
Street. 

Eighty-six  of  the  new  houses  were  occupied  by  families  from 
Slum  Clearance  Areas  at  December  31st,  1937. 

A scheme  for  the  provision  of  188  houses  to  rehouse  Slum 
Clearance  tenants  is  now  being  carried  out. 

Thirty  houses  in  various  Slum  Clearance  Areas  were  voluntarily 
demolished  in  1937. 

Overcrowding  has  been  relieved  during  the  year  in  30%  of  the 
cases  found  at  the  time  of  the  Overcrowding  Survey  in  1936.  This 
improvement  is  due  to  overcrowded  families  finding  alternative 
accommodation  and  by  slum  clearance  operations  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

Overcrowding  in  Corporation  houses  is  relieved  as  suitable 
alternative  accommodation  becomes  vacant.  Four  such  houses 
have  been  relieved  during  the  year.  Six  instances  of  overcrowding 
were  relieved  due  to  slum  clearance  operations. 

There  is  no  known  instance  of  overcrowding  occurring  a second 
time  in  any  dwelling  house  relieved  during  the  year. 
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It  is  estimated  that  the  housing  requirements  of  the  Borough 
are  approximately  600  houses. 

This  figure  allows  for  the  erection  of  houses  for  improvement 
and  clearance  areas,  and  for  the  rehousing  of  overcrowded  families 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936.

The  number  of  samples  of  milk  examined  by  the  County  Health 
Department  during  the  year  was  46,  and  all  were  found  to  satisfy 
the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

During  the  year  129  dairy  cows  were  examined  by  the  County 
Council  Veterinary  Inspector,  one  of  which  proved  to  be  tuberculous. 

Thirty  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  during  the  year  for 
biological  test  in  consequence  of  reports  of  tuberculous  milk,  the 
results  being  one  positive  and  twenty-nine  negative.

Bakehouses.

A Milk  Week  organised  in  conjunction  with  the  Milk  Publicity 
Council,  was  held  in  the  New  Church  Sunday  School  in  December 
last.  Propaganda  films  on  nutrition  were  shewn  and  cookery 
demonstrations  given. 
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THE  SEWAGE  WORKS. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Sewage  Works  Manager  for  the  following 
information  : — 

The  sewage  is  treated  by  the  method  of  precipitation  and 
filtration.  It  consists  of  domestic  sewage  and  trade  waste,  the 
latter  consisting  of  the  liquid  from  a tannery,  brewery,  and  dyeing 
and  bleaching  works. 

The  average  dry-weather  flow  is  1,150,000  gallons  in  24  hours. 
The  greater  part  runs  to  the  works  by  gravitation,  enters  a culvert 
4'  6"  diameter,  passing  through  primary  screens  to  the  Works  by 
a 3611  cast-iron  pipe,  and  discharges  into  two  catch-pits. 

A portion  of  the  sewage  from  the  district  of  Hooley  Bridge  is 
diverted  into  an  underground  tank,  and  then  pumped  into  the  main 
works.  This  amounts  to  100,000  gallons  in  24  hours. 

The  sewage,  up  to  and  including  an  amount  equal  to  three 
times  the  dry-weather  flow,  passes  from  the  catch-pits  into  a 
chemical  mixing  channel  to  a weir,  from  which  it  flows  to  six 
precipitation  tanks,  having  a total  capacity  of  710,000  gallons  and 
worked  on  the  continuous  flow  system.  At  the  weir  the  flow  is 
recorded  by  a Lea  Flow  Recorder. 

The  sewage  is  conveyed  from  the  tanks  to  percolating  filter 
beds  with  a clinker  media,  having  a capacity  of  15,085  cubic  yards. 

The  sewage  passes  from  the  filter  beds  to  four  humus  tanks, 
with  a capacity  of  88,000  gallons.  The  effluent  then  passes  by  a 
tail  bay  into  the  River  Roach. 

During  the  year  552,064,000  million  gallons  of  sewage  was 
treated,  and  1,500  tons  of  pressed  sludge  cake  has  been  produced. 

The  sludge  from  the  precipitation  and  humus  tanks  is  run  into 
a well,  pressed  into  cake  and  sold  as  manure  to  the  farmers. 

An  extension  scheme  was  completed  in  1937,  consisting  of  four 
60  feet  diameter  Filters,  two  Humus  Tanks,  Sludge  Drying  Beds, 
Sludge  Ejector  and  conversion  of  Automatic  Distributors. 


THE  DESTRUCTOR  WORKS. 


The  Destructor  Works  was  built  in  1892,  and  consists  of  two 
front-feed  cells  of  the  Meldrum  Patent  Simplex  type,  Meldrum  hand- 
fed  and  with  an  effective  grate  area  of  50  square  feet. 

The  refuse  is  collected  from  ashbins,  dry  ash-pits  and  privy 
middens,  and  is  conveyed  to  the  works  by  horse-drawn  and  motor 
vehicles. 

4,804  tons  of  refuse  has  been  dealt  with  at  the  Destructor 
Works  during  1937. 

The  dry  refuse  is  tipped  on  to  a platform  and  passed  through 
a 1 2-ft.  revolving  screen,  the  first  8 ft.  of  which  is  mesh,  the 

remaining  4 feet  being  2-in.  mesh.  Tins,  bottles,  jars,  rags,  bones, 
etc.,  are  sorted  and  sold. 

Wet  refuse  is  tipped  into  the  hopper  and  burnt,  a temperature  of 
2,000° — 2,500°  F.  being  obtained. 

The  inorganic  residue  left  after  incineration  is  disposed  of  on  a 
tip  within  the  works. 

A Lancashire  boiler  is  used  for  steam  production,  which  in 
turn  is  used  for  generating  compressed  air  for  several  purposes  : — 

1.  Sludge  pressing  ; 

2.  Raising  sludge  to  the  ground  level  for  loading 

by  means  of  a gantry  ; 

3.  Raising  sludge  from  humus  tanks  to  catch-pits  ; 

4.  Providing  motor  power  for  lime  mixing  ; 

5.  Supplying  heat  for  a ‘Thresh’  Disinfector. 

There  is  also  a non-condensing  steam  engine,  a 7-ft.  mortar 
mill  and  a baling  press  for  pressing  tins  into  cubes. 

A new  type  of  tin  baling  machine  has  been  installed,  having  a 
capacity  of  7 tons  per  day. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Apart  from  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria,  the 
year  has  been  notable  for  the  freedom  from  infectious  disease 
generally  and  the  mildness  of  the  types  actually  occurring. 

Diphtheria. 

Forty-one  cases  occurred  during  the  year,  forty  of  which  were 
treated  in  Hospital.  Two  deaths  resulted  in  the  series.  Four  were 
contacts  of  cases  in  the  same  families.  28  children,  contacts  of 
these  cases,  were  excluded  from  school  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

This  disease  accounted  for  28  cases,  25  of  which  were  treated 
in  hospital.  3 were  contacts  of  cases  in  the  same  families. 
No  fatal  cases  resulted  in  the  series,  14  children,  contacts  of  these 
cases,  were  excluded  from  School  during  the  year. 

Pneumonia. 

Twenty-three  cases  of  acute  primary  and  influenzal  pneumonia 
were  reported  resulting  in  4 deaths,  giving  a case  mortality  of  17%, 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.

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Bacteriological  Examination. 


The  examination  of  bacteriological  specimens  is  carried  out 
by  Dr.  Pooley,  Broadfield  Laboratory,  Rochdale.  84  specimens 
have  been  sent  and  reports  received  upon  the  contents  as  under  :

In  order  to  facilitate  the  early  discovery  and  treatment  of 
Infectious  Diseases,  specimen  containers,  anti-toxin,  etc.,  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  Borough.  These  are 
dispatched  direct  to  the  laboratory. 

The  examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli,  and  of  blood,  etc.,  for 
evidence  of  Venereal  Diseases  comes  under  the  purview  of  the 
County  Council. 

Disinfection. 

Disinfection  of  infected  materials  arising  from  notifiable  cases 
of  Infectious  Diseases  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Staff. 

Steam  disinfection  of  755  articles  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  by  means  of  a high-pressure  “Thresh”  Disinfector.  In  addition 
the  fumigation  of  99  houses  by  means  of  Formalin  was  carried  out. 

Tubercular-infected  houses  are  disinfected,  but  no  arrangements 
are  in  force  whereby  disinfection  is  carried  out  in  cases  of  mumps, 
measles,  whooping  cough  and  chicken-pox. 

Any  Elementary  schools  in  which  any  possibility  of  infection 
exists  are  fumigated,  or  sprayed  with  liquid  disinfectant. 

All  books  belonging  to  the  Public  Library  which  have  been 
exposed  to  infection  are  treated  by  fumigation  before  being  again 
put  in  circulation. 

In  any  case  of  Puerperal  Fever,  the  overalls  and  outfit  of  the 
Midwife  are  disinfected  prior  to  attendance  on  another  case.

During  the  year  1937,  twenty-seven  notifications  of  patients 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  were  received.  Of  these,  thirteen  were 
notified  as  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  fourteen 
from  non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Of  the  thirteen  pulmonary  cases,  six  were  found  to  have 
tubercle  bacilli  in  the  sputum,  three  had  negative  sputum,  two 
had  no  sputum,  and  in  two  cases  the  sputum  was  not  examined. 
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The  fourteen  non-pulmonary  cases  are  classified  as  follows 

Glands io  Skin i Spine  i

Five  of  the  notified  cases  died  during  the  year,  e.g.  : three 
pulmonary,  two  non-pulmonary. 

Twenty-one  of  the  cases  applied  for  treatment.  In  the 
remaining  six  cases,  no  application  was  made  for  the  following 
reasons  : — diagnosis  not  confirmed  after  examination  (3),  refused 
to  apply  (1),  and  two  cases  died  prior  to  notification. 

Of  the  patients  who  applied  for  treatment,  five  were  sent 
to  Sanatoria,  two  to  pulmonary  Hospital  for  advanced  cases 
three  were  sent  to  General  Hospital  for  surgical  treatment  and 
three  to  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  The  remaining  eleven  cases  were, 
under  Dispensary  supervision  only. 

In  addition  to  the  notified  cases,  a number  of  patients  are 
sent  to  the  Dispensary  by  their  Doctors  for  examination  and  diag- 
nosis. During  the  year  1937,  thirty-six  new  cases  were  sent  for 
diagnosis  by  the  doctors,  School  Medical  Officers,  etc.  The  number 
of  re-attendances  of  old  patients  at  the  Dispensary  for  supervision 
and  arrangements  for  treatment  was  193. 

Special  enquiries  are  made  as  to  the  health  of  other  inmates 
of  the  house  where  there  are  patients  suffering  from  definite  Tuber- 
culosis, and  twenty  of  these  contacts  were  examined  during 
the  year. 

In  supervision  and  visiting  special  attention  is  paid  to  the  open 
case,  i.e.,  cases  where  tubercle  bacilli  are  present  or  have  been  found 
in  the  sputum.  On  the  1st  January,  1937,  there  were  thirty-one 
such  cases  known  to  be  living  in  the  Borough.  On  the  31st 
December,  1937,  there  were  twenty-seven  positive  cases  living.  These 
figures  include  quiescent  and  arrested  cases. 

The  number  of  positive  cases  living  at  31st  December,  1937, 
who  had  tubercle  bacilli  in  the  sputum  during  1937,  was 
ten.  The  other  seventeen  cases  have  had  either  negative  or 
no  sputum. 
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Of  the  ten  cases  who  had  tubercle  bacilli  in  the  sputum 
during  the  year,  one  was  in  institution  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  eight  had  a separate  bedroom,  one  was  unable  to  have  a 
separate  bed. 

Five  of  the  positive  cases  died  during  the  year. 

Three  positive  cases  removed  from  the  district  during  the  year.

During  the  year,  there  were  two  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
where  the  cases  had  not  been  notified  previously. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE, 

Under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  every  birth  and  stillbirth 
must  be  notified  within  36  hours  of  the  occurrence  to  the  Health 
Department,  in  order  that  advice,  so  often  very  necessary,  upon  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  the  child  may  be  given  to  the  parents. 
Notification  is  the  duty  primarily  of  the  father  or  any  person  in 
attendance  at  the  time  of  birth  and  is  separate  and  distinct  from 
registration  of  births  to  the  local  registrar. 

By  means  of  notifications  it  is  possible  for  a Health  Visitor  to 
pay  the  first  visit  to  the  home  immediately  after  the  doctor  or 
midwife  in  attendance  ceases  to  visit.  This  first  visit  as  a rule  is 
paid  when  the  child  is  ten  days  old,  at  which  time  the  midwife  has 
completed  her  work.  The  object  is  to  take  over  the  supervision 
from  the  midwife  and  to  carry  this  on  throughout  the  child’s 
pre-school  life  when,  of  course,  the  School  Medical  Service  takes 
over  the  duties. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Act,  303  live  births  and  15  stillbirths 
were  notified,  all  of  which  were  signed  by  midwives. 

No  births  occurred  during  the  year  in  Simpson  Hill  Maternity 
Home  of  Heywood  residents. 

The  Health  Visitors  paid  391  visits  on  the  10th  day,  and  carried 
out  4,295  subsequent  visits  to  the  homes  of  infants  under  1 year  of 
age.  A further  5,049  visits  were  paid  to  children  between  the  ages 
of  1 and  5 years.  Of  these  1,485  were  paid  to  children  between  the 
ages  of  3 and  5 years. 

The  sale  of  dried  milks,  Vitamin  A.  and  D.  preparations,  and 
Cod  Liver  Oil,  is  carried  out  by  the  Voluntary  Committee,  and  in 
necessitous  cases  is  supplied  free  of  cost  for  babies  under  12  months 
of  age.  It  is  a rule  that  no  milk  is  obtainable  unless  the  infant  is 
weighed  on  each  attendance.  The  cost  of  dried  milks,  etc.  supplied 
free  of  charge  to  necessitous  cases  during  the  year  amounted  to 
^38  os.  8d. 

The  provision  of  Home  Helps  was  instituted  by  the  Local 
Authority,  only  one  application  having  been  made  for  their  services 
during  the  year.

The  assistance  of  the  Voluntary  Committee  is  of  great  value  in 
this  work,  as  many  of  the  members  are  able  to  bring  personal 
influences  to  bear,  a factor  of  great  importance  in  the  success  of 
any  public  welfare  scheme. 

Ante-natal  Clinic: — 

Fifty-seven  women  attended  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  during  the 
year  and  made  a total  of  193  attendances. 

In  addition,  sixteen  women  attended  for  post-natal  examination 
and  made  a total  of  eighteen  attendances. 

Stillbirths. 

By  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  all  stillbirths  occurring 
after  the  twenty-eighth  week  of  pregnancy  must  be  notified  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Maternity  Outfits. 

The  Voluntary  Committee  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  has 
provided  sterilised  maternity  outfits  which  are  supplied  gratuitously 
in  deserving  cases. 

Dental  Treatment: — 

Arrangements  are  provided  at  the  Maternity  & Child  Welfare 
Clinic  for  dental  treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 
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The  number  of  Stillbirths  registered  as  of  Heywood  residents 
was  1 6.  Of  these  6 occurred  within  the  Borough. 

An  analysis  of  the  6 cases  shows  : — 

5 were  due  to  difficult  confinements  under  unsuitable  conditions 
1 „ the  poor  health  of  the  mother. 


Death  of  Infants. 

It  is  to  the  improvement  in  the  health  and  conditions  of  work 
of  the  expectant  mother  that  one  must  look  in  order  to  reduce  the 
wastage  of  life  which  occurs  at  or  immediately  after  birth. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  1937  is  97,  showing  an  increase 
of  35*o  on  the  rate  for  1936.  16  of  the  deaths  occurred  from 

congenital  causes,  9 from  acute  respiratory  diseases,  and  1 from 
cerebro  spinal  fever.

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Medical  Inspections  carried  out. 

The  number  of  Elementary  Schools  is  10,  with  20  departments. 

The  average  attendance  for  the  year  was  2,681. 

The  average  number  on  books  ,,  ,,  3,139. 

Under  existing  conditions  every  school  child  is  medically 
examined  three  times  during  its  school  life — 

(a)  During  the  year  of  entering  the  school  as  an  infant,  i.e. 

Entrants. 

( b ) Between  the  ages  of  8 and  9 years — Intermediates. 

(c)  Over  12  years  of  age — Leavers. 

By  this  system  33  % of  all  children  are  examined  each  year. 

The  number  of  children  inspected  during  the  year  was  960. 

The  number  of  children  re-inspected  during  the  year  was  4,678. 

Findings  of  Medical  Inspections. 

The  figures  for  1937  are  set  out  in  Tables  IT.  and  III.  as  required 
by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Defective  Vision. 

During  the  year  40  cases  of  defective  vision  and  4 cases  of  squint 
were  found  at  Medical  Inspection. 

The  cases  of  defective  vision  include  cases  of  slight  defect  which 
require  no  special  treatment  and  cases  of  such  impairment  of  vision  as 
necessitate  their  examination  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  During 
the  year  145  children  were  referred  to  Dr.  Harry.

Included  in  the  above  figures  are  36  cases  of  squint. 
In  4 cases  no  glasses  were  required. 
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The  Eye  Clinic  is  held  periodically  when  a sufficient  number  of 
cases  has  been  collected.  All  children  for  whom  spectacles  have  been 
prescribed  are  examined  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  ensure  that 
the  spectacles  worn  are  satisfactory  and  do  not  require  changing. 
If  necessary,  the  children  are  referred  back  to  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon. 

During  the  year  spectacles  were  provided  for  16  cases  out  of  the 
funds  of  the  Local  Authority,  at  a cost  of  £3  2s.  8d. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

The  treatment  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  is  still  carried  out  at  a 
Private  Nursing  Home  and  the  scheme  has  proved  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  63  children  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids,  or  both  of  these  ; 59  of  these  received  operative 
treatment  under  the  Local  Authority’s  Scheme,  and  11  cases  were 
treated  privately. 

Dental  Defects- 

During  the  year  119  half-days  were  devoted  to  treatment  and  49 
half-days  to  dental  inspection. 

The  number  of  routine  inspections  carried  out  was  5,032  and  there 
were  419  special  examinations,  making  a total  of  5,451. 

Of  this  number  2,261  were  found  to  require  treatment  and  1,733  or 
77  % were  actually  treated. 

Twelve  half-days  were  devoted  to  cases  of  multiple  extraction 
under  Nitrous  Oxide  and  Oxygen  anaesthesia,  the  number  of  cases  so 
treated  being  1 49.  The  number  of  cases  attending  for  fillings  was 
585,  which  is  almost  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

The  response  made  by  the  parents  to  the  services  of  the  Dental 
Department  is  very  satisfactory,  and  there  have  been  very  few  refusals  to 
take  advantage  of  the  administration  of  anaesthetics  for  multiple 
extraction. 

Verminous  Condition  of  School  Children. 

The  School  Nurses  examine  all  children  for  unclean  condition 
of  heads,  bodies  and  clothing. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  desired  is  a high  one,  and  the  results 
obtained  are  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  9,751  examinations  were  made,  and  231  or  2‘36^ 
individual  children  were  found  in  an  uncleanly  condition. 
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Diseases  of  the  Skin. 


The  number  of  cases  of  Ringworm  occurring  during  the  year  was 
2,  one  of  which  affected  the  scalp  and  one  the  body. 

The  cases  of  scabies  (itch)  numbered  31. 

Impetigo  accounted  for  165  cases. 


Crippled  Children. 

The  Orthopaedic  Scheme  continues  under  direction  of  the  Lancashire 
County  Council. 

Selected  cases  now  attend  the  County  Orthopaedic  Clinic  held  at 
Chadderton  on  the  first  Friday  in  each  month.  Each  case  is  examined 
by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  in  charge  and  minor  conditions  are  treated 
at  the  Clinic. 


48  Children  attended  the  Chadderton  Orthopaedic  Clinic  during 
the  year  making  a total  of  78  attendances.

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The  number  of  children  sent  for  a change  of  air  to  the  Convalescent 
Homes  at  Lytham-St.  Annes,  and  Southport  was  38,  each  child  staying 
for  a period  of  two  or  three  weeks. 

We  also  express  our  grateful  thanks  to  the  Hey  wood  Children’s 
Service  Guild,  through  whose  kindness  20  boys  and  20  girls  were 
enabled  to  spend  a week’s  holiday  at  the  seaside.  Necessitous  cases 
were  provided  with  the  requisite  clothing  and  footwear. 

Mentally  Defective  Children. 

The  total  number  of  children  in  this  group  is  twenty. 

16  are  in  attendance  at  public  elementary  schools. 

One  case  is  in  a special  school. 

Epileptic  Children. 

The  classification  of  epileptic  children  presents  some  difficulty,  as 
the  severity  and  frequency  of  the  attacks  vary  from  a mild  fit  once  or 
twice  a year,  to  numerous  severe  fits  at  frequent  intervals. 

Three  cases  of  the  severe  type  exist — two  cases  being  at  home, 
and  one  in  a special  school. 

Physically  Defective  Children. 

Cases  of  tuberculosis  are  dealt  with  by  the  Tuberculosis  Depart- 
ment of  the  County  Council. 

All  tuberculous  children  are  periodically  examined  and  certified 
as  to  their  fitness  for  school,  and  no  child  in  an  infectious  condition  is 
allowed  to  attend  school.  27  cases  are  of  school  age. 

Twenty-six  cases  are  in  attendance  at  school  and  one  in  a 
sanatorium. 

Heart  Disease. 

Seven  cases  of  severe  organic  heart  disease  remained  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

In  all  cases  the  children  were  in  attendance  at  school. 

School  Hygiene. 

The  importance  of  schools  being  in  a sanitary  and  healthy 
condition  is  two  fold.  Defects  due  to  faulty  lighting,  inadequate 
ventilation  or  insufficient  washing  accommodation  may  be  directly 
prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the  children,  as  also  may  be  inadequate 
facilities  for  the  drying  of  damp  clothing.  In  addition,  schools  are 
centres  for  education,  and  not  the  least  important  are  the  lessons 
imperceptibly  taught  to  the  children  by  a sanitary  environment. 
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84  lectures  and  demonstrations  for  girls  attending  the  Senior 
Girls  School  were  given  during  the  school  year.  The  subjects  dealt 
with  have  been  Mother-craft  and  Home  Nursing,  and  the  girls 
have  also  been  instructed  in  the  art  of  making  clothes  suitable  for 
infants  and  children.  The  classes  were  held  once  a week,  and  an  active 
interest  has  been  taken  in  the  work. 

Infectious  Diseases  in  Schools. 

During  the  year  school  closure  under  Article  28  (b)  of  the  Code 
was  not  considered  necessary.  So  far  as  possible  schools  are  not  closed 
for  infectious  disease;  the  exclusion  of  cases  and  suspected  cases  proving 
satisfactory.  Each  school  is  supplied  with  data  with  regard  to  the 
symptoms  of  the  common  infectious  diseases.  By  this  means  the 
teacher  is  enabled  to  form  a rough  idea  of  the  condition  from  which  the 
child  may  be  suffering  and  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  prevent  a 
spread  of  infection. 

The  Work  of  the  School  Nurses. 

The  School  Nurses  devote  half  of  their  time  to  School  Medical 
Work,  the  other  half  being  given  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre  as  Health  Visitors. 

Each  Nurse  takes  over  a specified  area  of  the  Borough,  and  carries 
out  the  work  of  “ following-up  ” the  cases. 

The  Nurses  assist  in  the  work  of  the  School  Clinic  in  rotation. 

In  Routine  Inspection  at  the  schools  the  Nurse  is  responsible  for 
weighing  and  measuring  the  children. 

In  addition  9,781  children  were  examined  for  uncleanliness  and 
1,217  home  visits  were  made. 

M inor  Ailment  Clinic. 

The  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  is  held  every  morning.  Special  cases 
referred  from  medical  inspection  are  sent  to  the  Clinic  for  more 
detailed  examination,  and  in  addition  facilities  exist  for  the  examination 
and  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear. 
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Children  are  referred  for  treatment  by  the  Teachers,  School  Nurses, 
and  Attendance  Officer,  and  in  many  cases  the  Parents  themselves  bring 
their  children  for  advice.  During  the  year  2,019  children  reported  to 
the  Clinic,  and  made  a total  of  11,502  attendances. 

Co-operation  of  Parents,  Teachers,  etc. 

A notice  is  sent  to  each  parent,  prior  to  medical  inspection  requesting 
her  presence  at  the  examination  of  her  child.  The  presence  of  the  parent 
is  a matter  of  great  importance  as  the  Medical  Officer  is  able  to  obtain 
a precise  medical  history  of  the  child,  and  inform  the  parent  personally  of 
any  defect  found  on  examination.  During  the  year,  2,189  parents 
accompanied  their  children  either  to  routine  medical  inspection  or  for 
examination  at  the  Clinic,  This  response  on  the  part  of  the  parents  is 
very  gratifying. 

The  Teachers  have  also  an  important  part  to  play  in  any  scheme  of 
medical  inspection.  Being  in  daily  contact  with  the  children  they  are 
in  a position  to  observe  such  conditions  as  defective  eye-sight,  defective 
hearing,  mental  defects,  and  also  to  refer  for  examination  such  children  as 
have  a bad  attendance  record.  By  this  means  cases  are  brought  forward 
which  might  otherwise  be  missed. 

In  addition  the  Attendance  Officer  investigates  cases  of  absence 
which  might  be  due  to  lack  of  medical  attention. 

Finally  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children 
renders  its  valuable  assistance  when  necessary. 

Provision  of  Free  Meals. 

Children  suffering  from  malnutrition  are  referred  to  the  School 
Medical  Officer  for  examination.  The  financial  position  of  the  parents  is 
investigated,  and  suitable  cases  are  recommended  for  free  dinners. 

During  the  year  free  dinners  were  provided  for  63  individual 
children,  with  a total  of  10,231  meals.  The  expenditure  involved  was 
£255  15s.  6d. 

Employment  of  Children. 

During  the  year  41  children  over  12  years  of  age  were  examined  and 
passed  as  suitable  for  employment  as  newsboys,  etc.,  in  accordance  with 
the  provision  of  the  Bye-laws.
